needs of American college classes, but record is made in the 
appendix of all important deviations from the opinions of the Ger- 
man editors. References are rather liberally given to the leading 
American grammars, and also to Monro's Homeric Grammar, As 
the gist of matter referred to is always given in the current note, 
such references are usually meant for those who desire to collect 
further illustrative material. Much attention has been paid to the 
indication or citation of iterati, conventional phrases, and metrical 
formulaB. The student ishould realize in some measure both the 
bulk of this material, and its bearing on the critical analysis of the 
poem. The latest accepted views in Homeric Archaeology are pre- 
sented.
